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A MOB’S UNSUCCESSFUL EFFORTS TO PU- 
RIFY THE MORALS OF RED BANK. 


An Exciting Incident in a New Jersey Town— 
West Induces a Crowd of His 


—4 
Gang to Flight—. A Would-Be Victim’s Bold 
Stand. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. — 

Rep BANK, N. J., December 20.—Frederick 
8. Reckwell, who eloped with the wife of Sid- 
ney West, was arrested in Kansas, and on 
being brought back was accused of adultery, of 
abducting Mr. West’s little daughter, who 
accompanied her mother, andof embezzling 
money from Mr. Walker. He was released on 
bail in Freehold the other day, and, contrary 
to advice of friends, he came back to Red 
Bank to live. On Friday night it is alleged 
that he stayed at the West cottage here, where 
Mrs. West is living with her mother. Mr. 
West is living with his children in North 
Long Branch, at his father’s house. It 
has been rumored about town. that 
both Rockwell and Mrs. West had used 
expressions that showed lack of penitence for 
their conduct, and accordingly when a story 
got abroad that Rockwell was defying public 
sentiment by yisiting Mrs. West there was a 
great deal of excitement. All day Saturday 
there were little discussions among town folks 
that boded no good for Rockwell,and at night, 
about 9 o’clock, when Mr. West entered Mr. 
Thomas Eustace’s salooh and made known 
the fact that he had seen Rockwell going into 
his wife’s house and had followed him and had 
been ordered out by his wife and Rockwell 
both, the crowd, that were mostly friends of 
Mr. West, became excited and made their way 
toward the house of Mrs. West. On the 
way they made many threats against 
Rockwell. When they arrived at the house 


Rockwell was not to be found. The mob was 
out for a lark and so they toek possession of 
the house and sent out for a keg of beer which 
was brought in a few minutes later. Then 
Mr. West gave the details of his encounter 
with Rockwell and his wife a short time be-

as he got in he began to abuse his wife and 
Rockwell whom he found inthe front room. 
He called the couple every name he 
could think of. Rockwell ordered him 
out and 80 dic Mrs. West. She 
said if he did not go she would go for a police- 
man and it was at this juncture that he had de- 
parted in search of his friends. During this 
account by Mr. West the boys were busy 
drinking the beer. The keg had been set up 
in the middle of the kitchen but pretty nearly 
all the rst floor ofthe house was occupied. 
Not finding enough glasses to accommodate 
all they took tin pans and pails. Some even 
emptied jars of preserves in order to use the 
jars to drink out of.

During these proceedings Mr. West disap- 

eared. The mob was tting full. After 

est had ieft his wife and Rockwell to go out 
for his friends, Mrs. West and her mother had 
left Rockwell to take care of the house while 
they went out to have Mr. West arrested. As 
soon as they left, Rockwell, aot liking the ap- 
pearance of things, thought it time to quit 
and so he went out the back door and through 
the yard and thence to his hotel. It was about 
this time that the mob arrived. Mrs. West 
and her mother got back while the mob was 
still n the house. One of the mob was in 
the act of filling a =e pan with beer. 
Mrs. West ordered them out. At the 
same time she grabbed the an of 
beer that was now about full and dashed 
it into the face of the member of the mob that 
was about to drink it to her health. The mob 
showed a disposition to hold the fort, but it 
was no match for Mrs. West in her own house, 
It then de-

knocked at the door. 


and it was sooninthe street. 
parted in search of Rockwell. 

In the meantime Rockwell had armed him- 
self and was about town ain. Speakin 
about the matter yesterday morning he said 
to a reporter: 

When I left Mrs. West’s house I heard the 
mob coming and Mr. West was talking to 
them. I thought it about time to skip and got 
out the back way where it was very dark. I 
made my way tothe hotel and got my pistol. 
Istarted down toward the center of the town 
and, when Igot to the gaslight opposite Dr. 
OConner’s 2,0u8e on Broad street, I 
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heard voices of H mob talking

loud and 1 stopped right under 
the light. When they came up 
I saw they numbered about fifteen 


and were armed with clubs. Iheard one say 
as they came up: ‘There he is.’ They were 
then on the opposite side of the street, but 
they started across. As they came near I 
simply stepped out so I could be seen piginty 
and with my pistolin my hand said: ‘Hello 
boys, what do you want?’ I don’t know of a 
word being spoken, but they walked away 
and I went down the street. It was about 11 
o'clock, and I was passing a store where Mr. 
West works. I metthe night watchman and 
I stopped to speak to him. was 
ag under the gas light 
and in sight. I had been 
there but afew moments when asecond mob 
appeared from the opposite direction. It was 
headed by a clothing merchant in town and he 
was saying in a loud voice, ‘If we see Rock- 
well l' knock himdown and you jump on 
him.’ The other members of the party agreed. 
Well, they came up near and saw me and as 
before I walked up in sight with my pistol in 
my hand. No one spoke a word. “he leader 
looked me right in the face and neither he nor 
any one else said aword. They turned and 
walked out of sicht, and I had the night 
watchman accompany me to the hotel, where 
I have been ever since.’’ 

In regard to what occurred at Mrs. West's 
house Rockwell said: ‘‘Mr. West came in and 
began to abuse me. He called both Mrs. West 
and myself everything he could lay his tongue 
to. lafterward heard that Mr. West hada 
pistol in his pocket and was only waiting for 
me to strike or attempt to strike him, when 
he was going to kill me. But I knew better 
than to hit him as I was unarmed and Mr. 
West held his right hand suspiciously in his 
right hand coat pocket from the time he en- 
tered until he left.’’ 

Mr. West went to his home at Long Branch 
late Saturday and Mrs. Westand her mother, 
after cleaning up the traces of the mob, spent 
the night in the house of a friend. Rockwell 
left 8 for Hartford, being advised that 
it would not be to his advantage to be seen in 
Red Bank after Sunday. Nothing saved his 
being hurt except that the mob lacked the 
leaders. Yesterday, it was said that plenty 
of courageous leaders have been developing.
